LETTER FROM “CARL BENSON.” 
BADEN-BaDEN, August 22, 1860. 

Dear Spirit’? —Here I am in the old place, you see, and have just suf- 
Sciently conquered my natural Jazinees (much encouraged by the air of 
his place) to make an attempt at resuming my correspondence. Cer- 
‘uinly there was a fair excuse for a fortnight’s rest in the knocking 
about I had undergone in both hemispheres, and still more on the way 
Ween. A sea-voyage is a terrible business for me, who am not sea- 
‘ck, but sick in another and much worse way. This very trip I was so 
‘for four days that more than once I thought you had heard the last 


| style ; lots of ‘‘alleys green,’ 


homeward bound Adriatic met us, with her raking red-tipped smoke-pipes, 
looking immensely saucy, full of passengers, and going a great pace. 
Her we saluted not only with our flags, bat with two guns, and from 
that time (7 P. M.) we kept firing guns and throwing up rockets all the 
way to Cowes. The Needles loomed up grandly in the moonlight. 
Cowes we found brilliantly illfminated in honor of the Queen and the 
regatta. There I took leave of my companions ; and after staying at 
Southampton Jong enough to read np the beck news and lionize Netley 
| Abbey, started for London; thence to Rotterdam. Never having visited 
Holland, I resolved to take this opportunity of gratifying my curiosity— 





in part—for my engazement: here did not allow me to ling:r long on the 
| way. 

| It was soon evident that the severity of the present European summer 
| had not been exaggerated by report. In the month of August an over- 
| coat was by no means a superfluity, and the sun that had so deevitfally 
gilded our arrival seemed to have taken a long farewell of the Eastern 
world. During two days ia England I saw the coy luwinary just two 
| minutes, aod was so impressed by the sight that I tock off my hat to 
| him in the middle of the Strand. 

From my experiences of Channel and Ostend boats, I anticipated a very 
disagreeable trip to Rotterdam, but was agreeably disappointed. The 
boats are by no means uncomfortable ; they accommodate forty or tifty 
passengers, and go ten mile3 an hour handily. Our company was pretty 
equally divided between Englishmen, Dutchmen, aud Germans; I was 
the only representitive of any other nation. 

Many fellow-Gothamites have told me that Hollanl reminled them 
of home. ‘This may be the case at Amsterdam or elsewhere, but I cer- 
tainly could not detect the resemblance at Rotterdam. Clean and reg a- 
lar, but not over-wide streets, with the people walking through the 
middle of them, continental fashion; neat and tempting shops, with 
signs that read like German in asore state of deeay ; fine quays and 
much shipping; a cosmopolite-seeming population, as if tae upper 
classes were a mixture of French and Ecglish, and the lower a cleaner 
variety of Teuton ; such are my brief impressions of Rotterdam. ‘There 
is little to lionize ; you see Erasmus and hear the organ; and then—it 
was a cool Sunday morning and the sun trying to shine —I rail-roaded to 
the Hague, and in an hour was comfortably housed at tue Hotel Paulez. 
Holland is not a cheap country, but the accommodation foc travellers is 
certainly of the very best description, Oae thing particularly struck 
| me ; every bed-room of a first-class hotel is proviled with pen and ink 
—real pen and ink, mind you—a pen that will writs, and an inkstaod 
that bas ink in it. 

Near this hotel is the city park, called the Bosch (the Wood); it is not 
bosh at all, but a very nice place. Ona Sunday, of course, it was crowded ; 
soldiers marching around to the tune of the ‘‘Leatuery Fox’’ (tie well- 
known German etudent song); the masses promenadivg in masses after 
a Champs Evysees fashion; some of the “punkias’’ riding and driving not 
at all after a Chanps Elysees fashion, but in a somewhat antediluvian 
and plenty of trees appareatly contributed 

Here [ sat down and tried to naderstand 


by all the rest of the country. 
the language, without much result, on this or subsequent occasions. 

I recollect an English coachman telling me at Nice that the Italians 
were a d—d funny set of beggars; when they wanted him to wait they told him 
to spit a poker (aspelta un poco). Similarly it seemed to me that when the 
waiters, who were perpetually bringing beer from the numerous tiverne, 
wished the crowd to make room, they told them to hash aleaf. The po- 
pular Dutch ‘‘good night’’ sounds exceedingly like ‘‘Go to roost!” I 
may here dispel the popular delusion that you can talk German to the 
Dutch ; in most instances it is a very unpromising speculation The 
Dutch do not like talking German asa general rule; the resemblance 
of the two languages (like that of Italian ani Spanish) is just enough 
to put a man out who only knows one of them well; they prefer French 
or English, both which languages are spoken almost to perfection by 
all the upper classes, all tha Jandlords and waiters, many of the shop- 
keepers, and some of the railroad guards. I must take to myself the 
credit, however, of making two very successful efforts to understand 
Dutch ; to be sure, the conversations were not extremely long. While at 
the picture gallery at the Hague, asemall boy charged upun me with 
Wie laab is ? to which I responded in German, holding out my watch at 
the same time for fear of misapprehension. And at the railroad station 
a guard solemnly inquired of me, rook ? which I rightly judged to mean 
no insinuation of my being ‘‘a bird,’’ as the phrase is, tut a simple de- 
mand if I were a consumer of the weed, and wished to enter the smoking 
com part ment. 

The philological student is amused and interested by a thousand little 
things that do not strike an ordinary traveller. I recollect in my early

Italian experiences, the positive delight I felt on first seeing Asta over the 
shop doors. That word carried me back to the belligerent days of uld 
Rome, where the captives and booty were sold sub hasta (under the spear). 
When I first heard the word arrhes (earcest money) at a French diligence 
office, I was unable to give an immediate answer for thinking of the 
classic arrhabo, and my acquaintance with it in the Greek and Latin co- 
medians. Your readers are, therefore, prepared for the cheap pleasure I 
found in two discoveries: first, whence we got our O in coffee, which most 
other languages spell with an A. We owe that Oto the Dutch. Se- 
condly, the initial Sin the popular spelling segir, which philologists ge- 
nerally set down as a gross corruption of the grocers. But the Dutch 
use the S—unless this is also a Dutch grocer corruption ; my knowledge 
of the language does not authorize me vo speak confidently on this 
point. 

Meanwhile we must not forget the noble animal. I kept a sharp 
look-out for Kisian trotters, some of which I had seen in Paris. They 
are usually black and bay, and somewhat resembling the Russian ; that 
is to say, they look like a cross between an Arab and a cart-horse. No- 
thing like a flyer, however, was to be seen, and I fancy the Kisians must 
be looked for in their native province. 

After a capital table d’hote dinner I drove to Skeveningen. This wa- 
tering-place, or rather bathing-place, is the Abbey and Coney Island in 
one of the Hague, distant about three miles, and most of the road pass. 
ing through a shady avenue something like that of Lichtenthal here, 
but on a smaller scale. There is nothing to see but the sea and the 






















































































tea would gladden a tectotaller’s heart, but the flirtations with other li- 
quors might slightly allay his pleasure. The Dutchman delights in 
brewing his own tea—not, like the Kazlishman, with an urn, but with a 
genuine old-fashioned kettle. 

It is unnecessary to give youany guide-book about the gallery and 
Paul Potter’s Ball. Having lionized the Hague next morning, I returned 
to Rotterdam in the evening, ‘assisted at’’ a concert-saloon, where all the 
singing was in French, and next day rail-roaded to Cologne. It would 
puzzle the most professed bookmaker to make much of that eight hours. 
The country is a dead flat, varied only with windmills, which grow here 
as trees do in other parts of the world. On the Prussian frontier [ met 
a hapless Englishman who had started on his travels without sufficient 











knowledge of any foreign language to ask for a piece of bread —melan- 
|choly, but literal fact. 

| [was desirous of sceing the Rhine a third time, and stopping at some 
| of its prominent points, for the sake of comparing it more closely with 
| the magnificent HLudson, on which [ hal travelled only a fortnight pre- 
i vious. My former impressions were strengthened by the result. De- 
| pend upon it, our river can give the Rhine points; that is to say, can 
i give it the old castles and beat it then.

‘There is Garibaldi’s pet Lieutenant, who ac- 
complishes feats that even that king of blagueurs, Dumas, can hardly ex- 
press—how well 1 recollect this Paladin season after season at Baden, one 
of the handsomest men I ever saw, looking only fit to lounge in ladies’ 
boudoirs—which he did to a considerable extent—looking things unut- 
terable—literally so, for his conversational power was limited —out of 
his big languishing blue eyes, and sometimes saying, in a lack wdaisi ‘al 
way, that “he meant to fight for his country some time when he gota 
chance ;’’ whereat we mostly used to Luuagh at him.

Bit tae orsia of a tiger or 
pantber is very far back in the head, and ina very smiil compars: ant 
you should study the anatomy of the heads of animals before you at- 
tempt to fire for the brain. 

Capt. Shakespear gives several well-authenticated cases where a tiger 
has been known to move many yards after a musket-ball bas become 
imbedded in his heart or brain. We pass over the panther, bear, and 
buffalo, also the chapter relating to elephants, and the mole of huating 
them, and ccme at once to the highly interesting supplementary chapter 
‘On the different breeds of horses bred in Ladia. This is beyond doubt 
the most practically useful part of the book, and will be read with great 
attention by all whoare interested in the breed of horses. The Arab 
horse isthe very best for India, and fetches the highest pr ce there. 
There is plenty of this breed in the Bombay and Bangalor markets. The 
following description of his points deserves to be quoted : 

The points of the highest caste Arab horse as compared with the Eng- 
lish thorough-bred are as follow: the bead is more beautifully formed, 
and more intelligent ; the forenead broader; the muzzle finer, the eye 
more prominent, mere sleepy-looking in repose, more brilliant when | 
the animal is excited. The ear is more beautifully picked, and of ex- 
quisite shape and censitiveness. On the back of the tra‘ned hunter, the 
rider is scarcely required to keep bis eye on anything but the ears of his 
horre, which gave indications of everything that his ever-watchful eye | 
catches sight of. The nostril is not always so open in a state of rest, and | 
indeed often looks thick and closed ; but in excitement, and when the | 
lunge are in full play from the animals being at speed, it expands great- | 
ly, and the membrane shows scarlet and as if on fire.

The 
bones, from the eye down towards the lower part of the head, should | 
not be tco concave, or of a deer’s form; for tbis in the Arab, as in the | 
English horse, denotes a violent temper, though it is very beantiful to | 
look at. Proceeding to the neck, we notice that the Arab etallion bas | 
rarely the crest that an English stallion bas. He has a strong, light, | 
and muscular neck, a little short perhaps compared to the other, and 
thick. In the pure breeds the neck runsinto the shoulders very gradu- 
ally ; and generally, if the horse has a pretty good crest, comes down 
rather perpendicularly into the shoulders: but often, if heis a little 
ewe-pecked, which is not uncommon with the Arab, it runs ia too] 
straight, and low down inthe shoulders. The Arab horse, however, 
rarely cerrics his head, when he is being ridden, so high in progurtion as 
the English. He is not so well topped, which L attribute to tue diifercat | 
way he is reared, and to his not being broken in regularly, like the Eag- 
lish horee, before be is put to work. His shoulders are not so flit and | 
thin, and be is thicker through in there parts generally for his siz2 than 
the English thorough-bred horse.

Capt. Travis keeps his Memphis admirers in a state of continual ex- 
citement in reference to his wonderful achievements with the pistol 
His last proposition is more remarkable than any we have yet seen from 
him.

4. On the restoration of life, a teispooaful of warm water should be 
given ; and then, if the power of swallowing has returned, small quan- 
tities of wine, warm brandy and water, or coffee, should be administered. 
The patient should be kept in bed, and a disposition to sleep eacouraged. 

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 

The above treatment should be persevered in for several hours, as it 
is an erroneous opiuion that persons are irrecoverable because life does 
not soon make its appearance, cases having been successfully treated af- 
ter persevering for many hours. 

APPEARANCES WHICH GENERALLY ACCOMPANY DEATH. 

Breathing and the heart’s action cease entirely ; the eye-lids are gene- 
rally half-closed, the pupils dilated, the jaws clenched, the fingers semi- 
contracted, the tongue approaches to the under edges of the lips, and 
these, as well as the nostrils, are covered with a frothy mucus. Cold- 
ness and pallor of surface increase. 


THE CANARY BIRD. 


There are few, comparatively, of the gentler sex, especially in cities, 
whose moments of leisure are not, in part, at least, devoted to tha care 
and companionship of one or more of these harmonious little songsters ; 
and when we consider the trifling cost and inconsiderate amvunt of 
trouble necessary for their health and preservation, we may well be 
surprised that every house is not rendered vocal with the charming 
notes of these sprightly little musicians. Tne Canary has, ia our jadz- 
ment, no superior in song, if, indeed, we may notice, as an exception, 
our own Mockiog-bird, which, in point of sweetness, flexibility, and 
compass Of voice and note, stands without a rival. Who is thers that 
can fail to recount some occasion, when, upon acalm and beautifully 
moonlit night, as all aature seemed hushed into that sweet repose which 
a kind Creator bestows upon the wearied inhabitants of earth, he has 
been startled, as the first wild thrilling note of the Mocking-bird breaks 
upon bis ear, and reverberates far and wide, and anon the fall rich 
gushes seem to fill each nook and space, and then again in low soft mel- 
low cadence, is gently thrilled and gradually expires ia rapturous sym- 
phonies, as though it were borne in angel voices from yon bright orb? 

But we must not so far forget our destination as to indulge further in 
this digreseion. Suffice it that we regard the Mocking-bird as the prince 
of songsters, and whatever we may feel disposed to lay in honor at hig 
sbrine, must be done at a proper and ‘‘convenient seagon.’’ 

ERRONEOUS IDEAS ABOUT THE CANARY. 

Thousands of tbhe-e birds die annuaily, and it is only a matter of gur- 
prise that many continue to live that do exist, subjected as they are to 
such a course Of treatment as we bave frequently seen applied to them. 
Many imagine the Canary naturally very delicate, and difficult to ma- 
nage successtully, while in the majority of cases with which we have 
met, it bas been discovered that, deprived of gravel, confined in a darks 
close room, excluded from sunlight, a plentiful supply of air, and fed on 
sugar, cake, and other certain provocatives of dyspepsia, they have beem 
expected to thrive aud reward their keepers for their great care—we

The leading principles of the following Directions are those of the 
late Dr. MarsHatt Hatt for the Restoration of the apparently Dead from 
Drowning, and are the results of the latest discoveries. The favorable 
opinion of the principal medical bodies, and of three hundred medical 
men in this country, as also those of the chief medical bodies on the 
Continent, have been obtained by the Royal National Life-Boat Institu- 
tion on the subject. These Directions have been extensively circulated 
by the Institution throughout the United Kingdom and in the Colonies. 
They are also in use in Her Majesty’s Fleet :— f 

Send immediately for medical assistance, blankets, and dry clothing, 
but proceed to treat the patient instantly on the spot, in the open air, 
whether on shore or afloat. . 

The points to be aimed at are, first and immediately, the restoration of 
breathing and the prevention of any further diminution of the warmth 
of the body ; and, secondly, after breathing is restored, the promotion of 
warmth and circulation. 

The efforts to restore breathing, and to prevent any further diminu- 
tion of the warmth of the body, must be commenced immediately and 
energ etically, and must be persevered in for several hours, or until a 
medical man has pronounced that life is extinct. Efforts to promote 
warmth and circulation must be deferred until natural breathing has been 
restored. 

TO RESTORE BREATHING.—TO CLEAR THE THROAT— 

1. Place the patient on the ground or floor with his face downwards, 
and one of his arms under the forehead, in which position all fluids will 
escape by the mouth, and the tongue itself will fall forward, leaving the 
entrance into the windpipe free. Assist this operation by wiping and 
cleansing the mouth. 

2. If satisfactory breathing commences, adopt the treatment described 
below to promote warmth and natural breathing. If there be only slight 
breathing, or no breathing, or if it fail, then— 

TO EXCITE BREATHING — 

3. Turn the patient well and instaotly on the side, and— 

4. Excite the nostrils with snuff, hartsborn, smelling-salts, &c., if they 
are at hand. Rub the chest and face warm, and dash cold water on it. 

5. If there be no success, lose not a moment, but instantly 

TO IMITATE BREATHING— 

6. Replace the patient on the face, raising and supporting the chest 
well on a folded coat, or other article of dress. 

7. Turn the body very gently on the side anda little beyond, and 
then briskly on the face, back again ; repesting the measures delibe- 
rately, efficiently, and perseveringly about fifteen times in the minute, or 
once every tour seconds, occasionally varying the side: (by placing the 
patient on the chest, the weight of the body forces the air out; when 
turned on the side, this pressure is removed, and air enters the chest | _ 

8. On each occasion that the body is replaced on the face, make uai- 
form but efficient pressure with brisk movement, on the back between 
and below the shoulder-blades or bones on each side, re noving the pres- 
sure immediately before turning the body on the side : [the first measure 
increases the expiration, the second commences inspiration. } 

The result is—Respiration, or Natural Breathiag —and, if not too late— 
Life. 

CAUTIONS. ; 

1. Be particularly caref1l to prevent persons crowding round the body. 

2. Avoid all rough usage, and turning the body on the back. 

3. Under no circumstances hold the boly up by the feet. 


It is not within 
our province to advance the theory that dyspeptica should be possessors 
of good health and fine voices, aud we would, therefore, recommend all 
such practitioners to alter their treatment. In mavy of our large cities 
the breeding of Canaries is undertaken, not only for pleasure, but also 
for profit, and thus many persons devote the intervals of leisure which 
occur in theic daily avocations to rearing these little warblers, and are 
thus enabled to preserve many comforts and luxuries, of which they 
would have otherwise been deprived. 

Under judicious management the Canary, though considered by many 
to be very delicate, will soun earn for itself the reputatioa of being quite 
as hardy and as easily maictained, in good condition of health and power 
of voice, as «ny of those harmvnious little songsters that constitute 
alike the pet of the home of the humble laborer, and the appropriate 
orpament of the lady’s boudoir. Its requirements are few and simple, 
and equally within the power of the poor as the rich to bestow. There 
are several varieties, among which may be enumerated the jooque, mealy, 
green, and cinvamon, besides quite 4 large number of spotted, splashed, 
aud colored birds of various admixtures, which are differently styled, ac- 
cording to their preponderating colour or the fancy of the awateur. The 
original Canary is said to be of a dusky buff and greeu color. These, 
however, are vot now held in as bigh esteem as formerly, for the reason 
that others of superior advantage, in point of color, have gradually won 
the public favor, and thus superceded their less fortunate neighbors. 
Most persons prefer the jonque or deep rich yellow, though, with the 
bird fancier, the spotted or eplashed Caaary is probably a3 much a fa- 
vorite as his golden compeer. 

It is estimated that in the city of New York there are sold annually 
over ten thousand of these birds. Large aumbers of them are imported 
yearly from Germany, tivugh there are regular breeders and dealers in 
thera at the North, who do a considerable business io this line of trade, 
and dispose of their birds a3 veritsvle importations from Falter Laad. 
The Canary is noted for its cleanliness, the duration of its soag—there 
beiog only one period of the year in which it is eileat—sud among its 
characteristics may be noticed the aptitude with which it acquires aay of 
those pleasing little tricks which we may bave the patience and iaciina- 
tion to teach them ‘They continue in song during the whole year, ex- 
cepting euch time as they are moulting or shedding their feathers, which 
season is one Of peril unless proper care is bestowed upon them. Not- 
withstanding this annual illness, however, we have Koowa them to 
sing quite merrily, though the voice is evidsntly weaker, and iadicates 
a feevleness in the bird, which the effurt to assume his accustomed 
cheerfulness cannot altogether overcome. The moulting seasoa occurs 
usually in the months of July and August, but may evea commence 
with some earlier aod extend as far as S:ptember wita others.

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CARTILAGINOUS FISHES OF LOWER BENGAL. 


BY EDWARD BLYTH 
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The following does not profess to be a complete catalogue oi the carti- | 
laginous fishes tbat inhabit the embouchure of the Ganges, but merely of | 
those of which I bave personally obtained in the fresh state, chiefly in | 
the Calcutta fisb-bazars ; and baving lately had occasion to look thew | 
over, and paid some attention to the group, it may be useful to give an | 
enumeration of the species observed, especia!ly, as in the genus TRyYGON, | 
it appears that eeveral permanently distinct races or species have been 

confounded under Tr. vARNAK (Forskal). 

The cartilaginous fishes which I have obtained in Calcutta are as fol- 


lows :— 


1. Srecostoma FAscIaTUM, Muller and Henle : uniformly spotted variety, | 
figured and described as St. carinatum J. A. S. XVI, 725. One speci- 
men only, procured at the Sandbeads. <Auother, like it, is in the)

2. Sgvatrs (ScoLiopey) LaTicaupus M. and ll. A small species, occa-

The Trygons or ordinary ‘‘Sting-rays’’ are here deferred to the last, | 
because the species of them do not appear to have been properly discrimina- 
ted. All that I have obtained have the tail wholly finiess, or with merely | 
such rudiments as in TR. IMBRICATUS. 

The Indian species fall into two principal groups, which might well 
stand as distinct genera. 

In the first the dorsal surface and tails are sprinkled over through out 
witb detached limpet-shaped tubercles, and there is usually no large 

globular central tubercle (or tubercles, as generally in the others and 
also in HypoLopHts SEPHEN) | Anterior margin of the disk exceedingly 
obtuse, the expanded pectorals being continued forward almost to a 
transverce line with the medial peak, where they unite on either side of 
which the outline describes mearly a slight concavity.

TR. ATRocissimus, n. ¢. We have in the museum a portion of the 
tail, about 4 ft. in length, of an enormous Tryaon, which is evidently a 
second species of this particular sub group. The site of the cadual spine 
is conspicuous as usual, indicating a much stonter but not so long a 
weapon as that of Tg/ mancinatus. The limpet-shaped tubercles are 
very much larger and fewer in numbers than in the other, each being 
much expanded at base. and abruptly rising to a sharp point in the cen- 
tre; they are of different sizes intermixed, and here and there two or 
three of them are blended at base, and the tail appears to be naturally 
much compressed. Below the svine, it is naked underneath along the 
middle, and beyond the spine this small medial portion of the tail un- 
derneath is studded with small tubercles. Where broken off, at a dis- 
tance of 4 ft. from the spine, it eeems to expand vertically, being there 
twice as deep as broad. It is a traly frightful and most formidable 
weapon. Habitat of the species unknowa, bat probably the Indian 
Ocean. 

Phe ordinary Trygons are of a more rhomboidal shape, with close-set 
flattened tubercles on the dorsal surface, occupying its medial third only 
or less (according to the species), and the lateral border of this tuberu- 


‘lated space is abruptly detioed in adults. They have generally one or

‘The only species which I have obtained with 
the caudal spine are the small TR. imBRicatus and TR. WALGa, Hypojp. 
PHUS SEPHEN (small), and AETOBATIS FLAGELLUM (small); and [ am not 
aware that any difference occurs in the structure of that rormiJable weg. 
pov in the different species here noticed. 

While preparing this paper I have, in the course of a few weeks ob- 
tained fresh examples in the Calcutta fish-bazrs of Trygon Marginatys 
Tr. Imbricatus, ‘Ir. Walga, Tr. Bleekeri, Tr. Elloti, Tr. Russelli, 7; 
Uarnak, and ‘Tr. Variegatus ; besides Hypolophus Sephen, Aetobatis Fly, 
gellum, Rhinobatus Granulatus, Sphyrnias Blochei, Pristis Antiquorum 
and Pr. Pectinatus, Squalus Milberti (?) Sq. Gangeticus, and §$q. Tem. 
minckii—in all seventeen species of cartilaginous fishes. 

I add a brief notice of a young TryGon which I cannot find to be de- 
cribed, obtained on the Arakan coast, and now in the Medical Colles: 
Museum of Calcutta. a 

TR. CRozieRI, nobis, n. s. Tail twice as long as the disc, compressed 
with a considerable membrane on more than half the length of its infe- 
cior surface, commencing below the insertion of the spine, beiag no- 
where, so high or deep as the tail itself. United pectorals much pro- 
longed into an acute peak anteriorly. Disk smooth, with a mesial dor- 
sal line of tubercles, beginning a little behind the head, where a line of

This Trygon has the appearance of being the young ofa very 
large species. Anterior to the range of 11 developed caudal spinelets, 
two others can be distinguished of equally large size within the skin, 
and anterior to these the series consists of much smaller and narrow 
spinelets, until again the size is abruptly greater a little anterior to the 
centre of the disk.

GRAND REGATTA AT POUGHKEEPSIE. 


Thousands of persons assembled at Poughkeepsie, on the 5th, to wit- 
ness the first day’s races, which were advertised to take place in front 
of the Call Rock, on the Hudson, opposite that city. Great prepara- 
tions had been made for some time past for the purpose of having one 
of the finest regattas ever witnessed on the Hudson River, and excursion- 
ists poured into the city from all parts. 

First Day's Race No. 1.—Single Scull Working Boats.—First Prize, $16 ; 
Second, $8.—Five boats were entered for this race, but only three made 
their appearauce, and the following was the order in which they were 
formed: ‘“The Maggie, of New York, James Culsop; H. C. Gennett, 
New York, Dennis Leary ; Oregon, Hudson, John Best. The signal be- 
ing given, off they started, at precisely thirty-one minutes past two, and 
while each man is straining every nerve to win the race, we will give a 
description of the course, the stake-boats, the spectators, &c. 

The first stake-boat was anchored directly opposite the Call Rock, 
about two hundred yards from the shore, and one hundred below the 
Exchange Hotel at the foot of Main-street. Two miles and a half above 
was the turning stake-boat, and the course extended from the first, 
round the second, and winning at the first stake-boat—a distance of five 
miles. The scene from the river was magnificent, and rarely witnessed 
on tbe Hudson. On the Call Rock were several thousand persons, men, 
women, and children, who gazed from that elevation (about one hun- 
dred and twenty feet high) upon the scene below. Beyond, in the val- 
ley, were thousands more, crowding the docks, lumber yards, and roofs 
ot houses, as well as the piazzas of the Exchange. Still furtber on, 
Vasear’s brewery and surrounding buildings were crowded with excited 
lookers-on, as well as Aroold’s and the upper docks, and, in fact, nearly 
the whole distance to the turning stake-boat were crowds of persons. 
fhe firemen, conspicuous with their red shirts, were straddlisg on the 

yof of Foster’s lumber sheds, almost directly opposite the first stake- 
boat, and at the foot of the dock was the steamer Alida, her masts and 
spars gaily trimmed with flags and streumers. Her regular hour of 
starting was two o'clock, but she did not start until an hour later, in 

rder that her passengers might wituess the commencem:at of the race. 
By her side, and furtber in the dock, was the yacut Mannersing, of Man- 
uersing Island, Capt. H. L. Decker, with a number of excursionists on 


voard. She was also gaily trimmed with flags, and presented a beauti- 
ful sight. The excitement afloat was even greater, if possible, than 
achore. Hundreds of persons in small! craft were sailing around, among 


whom were several of those entered for the race. Several stoops and 
booners were anchored near the first stake boat, crowded with specta- 
tors, Who were leaving forward watchirg the coming in.

Second Day's Rice.—As early as twelve o'clock yesterday afternoon 
rowds were seen making their way down Main street for the purpose of 
securing a good view of the river where the races were to come off. The 
Call Rock was soon crowded with, if possible, even a larger number than 
on the first day’s race, and as the afternoon advanced, hundreds con- 
tinued to gather on the docks and buildings, until for nearly a mile and 
a half along shore every available spot was covered. I[n addition to these, 
were a large oumber on board the excursion boats Reliance, of | ough- 
keepsie, Snerman, of New Paltz, and Orange County, of Newburg. They 
Were mostly filled witu ladies, who hada beautiful view of each race as 
he boats steamed alongside the rowers the entire distance of the course. 
The Alida, as on the previous day, did not leave her dock until an hour 
after her regular time of starting, so that ber passengers might witness 
the commencement of the regatta. Sbe was as gaily trimmed as on the 
lay before, and was no insignificant spectacle among the varieties of the 
occasion.

THE BLOOD HORSE. 


A few words upon the much discussed question : 
breed of horses for all purposes in this country ? 

The points desired in every hors are freedom of action, rapi lity of 
motion, powers of endurance and docility. Among the breeds of horses 
at present known, the blood horse poase3se8 these qualities in a higher 
degree than any, or all others. 

There are not wanting those, however, who deny the adaptability of 
the blood horse, fur general use upon the groun ls, first, of a waat of do- 
cility, second, a want of the proper gaits. Iu support of the first of 
the-e objections it is said that the blood borss has too much ‘*mettle,”’ 
is too high strung ever to become quiet, gentie and safe. Read- 
ing, Observation and practical experience, have convinced ua that this is 
not the case. Itis true that mettle is one of the distinguishing traits 
belonging to the blood horss, but we deny that he is naturally either 
irritable or ill-tempered. On the contrary being more intelligent he is 
more readily taught, being more affectiouate, is more easily manazed, 
being braver, he is more reliable. This error has arrisea from a partial 
experience. The system of training used to put the blood horse in that 
condition, best suited to the race course, while it developes his speed 
renders him nervous and excitable, and from the example of race horses 
it has been erroneously concluded that this nervousness was a charac- 
teristic of the blood, whea it was in truth, only a result of the train- 
iug to which the horse had been subjected. La proof of this, we might in- 
stance the horse; be his b'ood what it may, that has been accustomed to 
be ridden in the chase; the sound of a horn arouses him, and a pack of 
hounds in full cry excites him beyond measure. Lut examples are also 
numerous of the present thoroush*brels beiag brokea to as quiet 
service either under the saddle or in harness, as the coldest bloodd Con- 
estoga that ever snailed it in adray. Tuey establish the iusufliviency of 
this objection. 

ln support of the second objection, it is urged that the b!ood horse is 
not adapted to harness because he dves not trot fast. ere azainis an 
error. Action is the great headspring of all speed. Action is depead- 
ant upon the shape and strength of the aninal. By long years of judi- 
cious biceding and careful att -ation the blood horse bus been brought to 
that form most conductive to freedom of action. The result has been the

bighest degree of speed. But all efforts with the blool horse bave beca 
directed tu increasing the speed of one gait—the gallop or run, The 


trot is just as natural a gait a3 the gallop, and it is but reasonable to 

suppose that with the freedom of action resulting from the peculiar for- 

mation of the blood horse, if properly bred and trained the blood horse 
would in a short time develope a proportionate dezree of speed in a trot. 
Th: facts on tecord all go t) contirm this Conciusion, Fiorca femple, the 
fastest trotting animal now living, has more ot tie etyle, appearance, 

and so far as anything is knowu, tae blood of the thoroughbred than of 
any other breed. : 

For the sa‘ldle, only remaining use to which horses 
sively put in this country, the biood borse is pecaliarly adapted. 
loug ob ique shoalder, quick, nervous, free action, a'l combine to make 
his motions pleasant and agreeable to tue rider, while his indomitable 
courage and sure-footedness render him eminently sate. 

For heavy draught the b'ood horse cau not begin to compare with his 
elepbantine brother the Conestega. But for all such work we have in 
mules a most excellent substitute. 

Having thus stated the ground and reason of 
blood horse, it seems but asbort step t» demonstrate it to be 
policy of the breeders of the county to. secure services of 
Biood Stallion in r But there are two mat2rial obstacle 
course—first, the scarcity of good blood horses in our midst ; second, the 
necessary high price of the-e and she low price of the 
other Stallions. ‘These are advantages, however iu the end, as they se- 
cure to the blood horses the very best mares of the county, aud their 
produce will tend greatly to raise the estimation in which this class is 
held. Oa tbe other haud the probabilities are that the colts produced 
from cold blooded horses will be gelded, while those from the thorouzh- 
bred are kept for breeders. If this course shall be adopted, as the ia- 
creased interest, of late manifested in horses, lead us to hope, the time 
is not far distant when Maury county can boast the be-t breed of horses 
in the State.

Kelpie jump from the car when the train stopped. His joy at seeing me 


after eight months’ absence was unbounded; he continued leaping up 
trvill to kiss me, and in ord to quiet him, ] stooped down, put my 
irms round his neck, and allowed him to lick my cheek He then be- 
ume perfectly quiet, finding he was still loved as much as ever. Finally 
he was embarked for Enzland with his beloved m stress and her two 
boys, but, alas! the morning after seeing them all safe at her mother’s 
mansion in Derbyshire, he was found dead at her bed-room door 

Poor, dear, true and affectionate Kelpie! He was buried in the gar- 


den under a most magnilicent bush of moss roses. 
‘Kelpie, rest, thy mission’s o’er ; 
Sleep the sleep that knows no breaking. 

The late Robert Cochrane, of Brooklyn, was extravagantly fond of 
Newfoundland dogs, and when he emigrated to the South he took a large 
one with him ; every morning whilst taking a walk on the bluff of the 
Mississippi, the dog accompanied him, but was exceedingly annoyed by a 
cur which followed and yelped at him, threatening, but afraid to bite. 
The dog allowed this for a few days, but when he could stand it no lon- 
ger, he furiously wheeled round, seized the cur in his mouth, jumped off 
the bluff, and rushed with him into the river; still keeping the cur in 
his powerful jaws, he swam out about twenty yards, when he let go, but 
only to put his paws upon him to sink him, and every time the cur rose 
up he was pawed under until fairly drowned. Then the brave dog swam 
ashore, shook himself, and came running up to his master wagging his 
bushy tail, looking up in his face, as much as to say, didn’t I serve him 
right ? 

I could give you many more instances of the wonderful sagacity of 
Newfoundland dogs, particularly those of Kelpie the second, formerly 
well known in Degraw-street, Brooklyn ; but I believe you will say,

THE ORIGIN OF «HAIL COLUMBIA,” 

In the ‘Recollections ot Washington,’’ just published, occurs the fol- 
lowing anecdote :— 

The song of *‘Hail Columbia .’’ adapted in measure to the ‘President’s 
March,’’ was written by Joseph Hopkinson, of Philadelphia, in 1798. 
At that time war with France was expected, and a patriotic feeling per- 
vaded the community. Mr. Fox, a young singer and actor, called upon 
Mr. Hopkinson, one morning, and said: ‘To-morrow evening is ap- 
pointed for my benefit at the theatre. Nota single box bas been taken, — 
and I fear there will bo a thin house. If you will write me some pa- 
triotic verees to the tune of the ‘‘President’s March,’’ I feel sure of @ 
full house. Several people about the theatre have attempted it, but 
they have come to the conclusion that it cannot be done. Yet, I think 
you may succeed.’’ Mr. I. retired to his study, wrote the firat verse 
and chorus, and submitted them to Mrs. H., who sung them toa harp- 
sichord accompaniment. The time and the words narmonized. The 
song was soon finished, and that evening the young actor received it. 
Tue next morning the placards announced that Mr. Fox would give a 
new patriotic song. The house was crowded—the song was sung—the 
audience was delighted—eigat times was it called for and repeated, and 
when sung the ninth time the whole audience stood up and joined in 
the chorus. N ght after night “fail Columbia’ was applauded in the 
theatre ; and in a few days it was th- universal song of the boys in the 
streets. Such was the origio of our national song, *‘Hail Columbia.’’

For many years after the Picayune was started, Mr. Lumsden was te- 
markable for the interest he took in gathering up local items, and’the 
reason why he lost his zest in the pursuit we think we know. Our South- 
ern readers will remember the once elegant and most wonderful practical 
joker, ‘Lewis Richardson, of Kentucky.’’ No man that ever lived had 
a more perfect command of the art of leading you astray than did 
“Loo” Richardson. On one occasion, in the glorious times of the St 
Charles Hotel, he came late in the night into the vast room occupied by 
the bar, few people being present, but he saw ‘‘Lum’’ busily engaged 
in conversation with a friend. Richardson, unperce’ved, came Within 
hearing distance, and giving one of the “b’hoys’’ a wink, with the most 
excited face and exaggerated manner he broke out something like this : 

“Jim, such a murder as I witnessed to-night at Congo Square. Why, 
sir, an Irishman rushed out of a house, big yellow groggery on the south 
side, another Irishman after him ; they clenched an fought, when one, 
named Patrick Dooly, I think, pulled out a bowie and cut his antago- 
nist’s head nearly off—the sight was fearful sir, fearful—but, thank God! 
the murderer was arrested.’’ 

Lumsden heard the terribly fearful details, and, without speaking to 
any one, he started for the Piz. office. The individuals present crowd. 
ed around Richardson and insisted upon further details, and they were 
given with a specific minuteness that was marvellous. ‘This fearful ccime 





was for many years afterwards known among the initiated as the ‘*Loo 
Richardson Murder,”’ for it never had any place except in his brains, and 
in the locals of the classic Pic. 

A very few years only elapsed ere all who were interested as owners in 
the Picayune became independent men, that they were influential was 4 
matter of course. Lumsden adorned his good turtune ; he delighted in 
festivity, and he became the centre of the social life of New Orleans. Re- 
liev.d of the immediate duties of editor, he found intellectual excite- 
ment in politics. Henry Clay, among all our public men, was _ his idol, 
and none of the enthusiastic friends of the great statesman of the West, 
who are so proverbial in Louisiana, excelled Lumsdea in untiring devo- 
tion. Party strife at the time we speak of ran high, and public men 
supported their position with the under-tanding that fighting was the 
foundation of effective talk. Lumsden was equal to the demand, and 
his steady hand and cool defiant eye under dangers the most trying and 
painful, made him a leader always reliable, and one never to be trifled 
with. But his ambition seemed to be, rather to work for his friends than 
himself, personal advantage he certainly never sought. Two or three 
times, at critical seasons of State legislation, he represented his district 
at the capitol, and was esteemed for his promptaess and strict attention 

to all matters that would benefit his constituents. 

For several years past Mr. Lumsden has enjoyel a quiet life ; im the 

bosom of his family he foand his greatest pleasure. Fortunate in his, 
marriage, blessed with beautiful children, with plenty of this worlds 

goods, surrounded by multitudes of friends, for New Orleans really, - ig 
now is, had grown up under his fostering care, the centre of a vast social 

life that included the best people, the brave people, the hospitable tal 

ple of the Mississippi valley, he appeared to have long years of happ!- 

ness for himself and for others in store ; but, alas! he has gone, hurried 

away by an accident, made more dreadful, and more fearful to conte 

plate, because possibly it was the result of carclessne-s, the fruit of as 

reckless indifference which seems inherent in our go ahead American

Subsequently the snake was seen in the yard, an 
would rua to the child whenever she was permitte: 
to go out. The child lost its appeti‘e and pined away, 
and constantly talked and thoughtof this reptile. 
Her mother took her darting to the city to divert her 
mind from tha hideous object, batin vain. Under 
the advice of a physician who was called, the snake was 
not destroyed, and coutinued his visits to the premi- 
ses at will, retreating to tuc field when any one but 
the child appeared. 

At length Mr. Davis moved into the city and took a 
house ou Centre-street, boping that the change wouid 
be advantageous to bis child, and for a time she im- 
proved in health and took her food. Two weeks ago 
Jast Friday the child was taken ill, and continued to 
sink until yesterday, when she died. She was subject 
to convuisions or spasms, which were very violent, 
and at no time could she take food and retain it in her 
stomach. 

Her mother informs our reporter that she was at- 
tended by Dr. Fleming, who treated the child on the 
electrical principle, and she says that he found it a 
difficult case to treat, aud expressed the belief that 
the snake had taken the electricity from tae system of 
the child. 

On the day following the Friday on which the child 
was taken so seriously i!l, a Mrs. Devins, who occupied 
the bouse on Monroe-street, vacated by Mr. Davis, 
called at the house he now occupies, aud stated that 
a German pawmed Conrad Keucteubach bad killed the 
snake which bad troubled the child on the day previ- 
ous—the Friday on which she was taken ill. 

The mother says that when the little girl heard the 
statement, she said, ‘‘Mamnina, baby dead?’ and 
soon be. a ne worse. 

There is not much doubt about the statement made, 
as far as the facts areconcerued. ‘Tne conclusion and 
infere.c2 are quite another thicg. The snake killed 
by Keuchenbach was about three fest long, aud was 
dcubtless the same seeu by Mrs. Davis and her family 
repeatedly with ber daughter. Its being killed at the 
time the child became ill may have beeu a coincidence 
—probtably was. 

‘Lhe child was two years and one month old when it 
died, and it wasa very bright and iuteresting little 
girl, ‘To what extent it was under the fasciuating in 
fluence of the reptile we cannot cay. We only give 
such facts as we bave been ale to gather. 
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DEATH OF GEORGE HH, BARRETT, COMEDIAN, 
Mr. Barrett, who died at his residence, in this city, 
on Wecnesuay, was born at Exeter, England, in 1794. 
His parents came to this country during the next 
year, and were, we presume, connected with the stage, 
as Master Barrett, at a very tender age, appeared on 
the stage of the Federale-treet theatre, Boston, as 
Cora’s child, in ‘*Pizarro.’’ At the age of twelve 
years—more than haif a century ago—Mr. Barrett 
appeared at the Park theatre, in this city, as You 
Norval. We next hear of Mr. Barrett as the ‘‘gente 
comedian’’ of the theatre. He was dis‘ia- 
guisbed for his fine aj pearance and manty be In 
such parts as Charles Surface, Rover, Young Marlow 
and Bob Handy, Mr. Barrett achieved a bigh reputa- 
tion, and was known by the sobriquet of ‘Gentleman 
George.’’ Ata very carly age he marricda beautiful 
actress uttached to the same theatre where be per- 
formed. Tor many years Mre. Barrett idered 
the best high c on tue Am: tage. 
She died at Boston four or five ye 4 : mar- 
tage was nota happy one, and the parties separated 
Many years ago.

Barrett must be accounted as the veteran of the 
American, and, we think, of the English stage, as it 
is now sixty-four years since he tirst saw the foot- 
ligute. His debut in New York was made at the 
same time as tuat of Mr. Wallack, seuior, in London. 
Mr. Barrett wasa gentleman of agreeable minners and 
irreproachable private character. 
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Theory of Metcors.—The following is an extract from 
a letter of Prof. Hemf, published ia the Newark (N. 
J.) Mercury, in rcgard to the origin and nature of the 
meteors which have lately been observed in this 
country. 

The aurora borealis is undoubtedly an electrical 
pheuonema, and it is now highly probable that the 
disturbance of the electrical equilibriam of the earth 
is due to a magnetic induction of the sun. From the 
latest observations it appears that the frequency of the 
aurora is subject to regular recurrences ; and that the 
period of thes+ coincides with that of a similar recur- 
rence of the spots of the sun. The subject is now in 
precess of investigation, but it will require a number 
of year. before the facts can be approximat-ly made 
out. The meteor was undoubtedly a body of cyasider- 
able magnitude, coming from celestial space iato our 
atmosphere, and probably passing out of itagain. 
The origin of these bodies is unknown, and it is not 
improbable that they are portions of the original ma- 
terial of which the earth and otner planets were con- 
structed. The deception ia regard to height arises 
simply from the fact t'iat we cannot judge of distance 
alone by the mere sight of an object ; we are obliged 
io take into consideration its size, its distinctaess and 
other circumstances, and, tuerefure, when an object 
appears under entirely unusual conditions, the judg- 
ment we form ofits conditions must be entirely at 
fault. Ifit bein reality a large body at a great dis- 
tance, and we imagine it a small one, such as for ex- 
ample a sky-rocket, it will appear at the distance of 
the latter. Tne error arises in applying the habi- 
tual judgment of things of which we have an abun- 
dant experience to those of rare occurrence.
